MANY WOMEN ON THE MARKET 


Tip® Fro m Gov ernmwfit Source* That 
SOfyietifne® W» iif Bwt More 
Freq uently Lose. 
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Mea who should 
know say that 
more folks In Washington make oc­ 
casional punts In or habitually play 
the stock market than in any other 
city of ite sire in the world, says a 
WashingUm letter. 
There are eigh­ 
teen or twenty stock brokerage houses 
here. This, is a large number for a 
town of about 
300,000 
inhabitants, 
about 100,000 of whom are negroes, 
and, therefore, mostly to be eliminated 
from consideration. 
Four or fiv e of these establishments 
are straight exchange houses, with 
the best New York connections. The 
remainder are straight bucket shops 
or “wire houses.“ The latter institu­ 
tions “lay off” their play ov er the wire 
to the headq uarters establishments, 
most of which are situated in Jersey 
City and Philadelphia, on account of 
the stock transfer tax in New York. 
The bucket shops here get a tre­ 
mendous aggregate 
play, especially 
when there is a bull market. Most of 
them would make money if It were 
not for the habit of their projectors 
of friv olling with the market on their 
own account. 
The bucketshops of Washington go 
broke and begin again with humor­ 
ous regularity and a fine insouciance 
on the part of their proprietors. One 
man 
who runs a bucketshop 
here 
has failed eight 
times 
within ten 
years. 
He’s going 
again all right 
now, doing a thousand shares or so a 
day. 
His time for falling again draws 
nigh, howev er, and presently his pat­ 
rons, who well know the proprietor’s 
amiably little habit, 
will be teking 
their custom elsewhere to giv e him a 
chance to fall and start up again be­ 
fore risking their piking bets on the 
market. 
Another 
prosperous 
Washington 
bucketshop went to smash a couple of 
years ago, and its proprietors were 
openly accused of taking sucker pat­ 
rons’ money after they knew of their 
Insolv ency. Nothing was done to this 
firm, howev er, which is now said to 
b e doing as high as 3,000 shares a 
day. 
There is no antl-bucketlng law 
In Washington, or, at any rate, if 
there be one, not the slightest pre­ 
tense is made of enforcing It.

It would, of course, be impossible 
to say just how* many Washington 
men got the market bug from the ac­ 
counts of the $10 to $1,000,000 man s 
luck, but there must hav e been hun­ 
dreds of them.

an enduring one. 
The v ery calamity which forced the

number of Washington women into the 
market. 
A 
Washington 
boarding 
house mistress in a v ery moderate 
state of prosperity happened to hav e 
200 shares of Northern Pacific stock 
hidden away at the bottom of an old 
trunk. 
The stock had been giv en to her 
by an aged railroad lobbyist in re­ 
turn for her kindness to him during 
a sev ere spell of sickness. 
Looking 
upon the stock as being about on a 
par with a lot of fake gold mine stock 
that she had in the course of her 
boarding house keeping career taken 
from insolv ents in lieu of the price of 
their board, she 
had 
put it away 
without much thought. 
But she got 
ICOO a share for her 200 shares w*hen

An 
astonishing number of Washington 
tv omen spend fiv e hours a day w*atch- 
Ing the boards in the women's rooms 
oi the bucket houses, and some of 
them, employing

cashed in in the high figures. 
Then, too, there are many Washing­ 
ton folks who think that owning to 
their propinq uity to committee rooms 
where legislation is discussed they 
hav e something more than a winning 
edge on the situation.

a big thing of it in sugar a few years 
ago by learning in adv ance of the in­ 
v estigation into the methods of the 
sugar trust.
